This  year  at  Science  and  Math  there  are  19  Student  Life  Instructors  (SLIs),  10  male  and 
9 female;  and  43  student  Residential  Life  Assistants  (RLAs),  22  male  and  21  female,  on 
campus.  As  in  years  past,  the  SLIs  engage  in  taking  care  of  their  halls,  doing  duty  in 
the  Hunt,  Hill,  or  Bryan  offices  and  teaching  SL101  and  102,  as  well  as  coaching,  run- 
ning the  van  loops,  sponsoring  clubs,  and  so  forth.  Helping  them  are  the  RLAs,  the 
seniors  on  each  hall  that  serve  as  right-hand  men  and  women  to  the  SLIs,  acting  as  a 
liaison  between  the  students  and  the  administration.  As  always,  the  RLAs  concern 
themselves  with  taking  check,  making  sure  we  do  our  housekeeping,  and  working  with 
the  SLIs  to  make  sure  we  get  the  stuff  we  need.  This  year  their  duties  have  also  been 
expanded  to  include  some  of  the  community  planning  that  was  previously  all  up  to  the 
administration.  In  addition,  both  SLIs  and  RLAs  form  a support  team  for  each  student 
that  is  indispensable.

At  Science  & Math,  two  credits  of  math  are  required  for  graduation.  To  fill  those  two  requirements 
NCSSM  offers  a wide  range  of  courses  that  allows  students  to  pick  something  of  interest,  it  may  be 
just  the  basics  like  Algebra,  Pre-Calculus,  and  Calculus,  less  conventional  ones  like  Geometry  and 
Statistics,  or  really  in-depth  ones  like  Number  Theory  and  Discrete  that  catch  the  eye  of  the  stu- 
dents.
